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WMhingtpn. Feb. S6.— The entire 
M&ate comtnlttee on relations with 
Cuba agreed on an amend mm t to tlu- 
army appropriation liiil regarding 
Cuba. Thero will be nu minority re 
port and no opposition !• expects 1 
from the Democrats in the senate, it 
li the general sentiment that thu 
agrocMiicnt inaltcs an extra seialon of 
congress unuecessary. 

Senator Piatt (Conn.) chairman of 
tha committee on relation* with Cuba, 
reported to the senate the amendment 
agreed upon, the text of whic h in: 

In fiilflllincnt of the declaration con- 
tained In the joint rf solution approved 
April 20, 1898, entitled "for the r. f (i- 
Bition of the Independence of the \h o- 
pie of Cuba, demanding thrit th<' gov 
eminent of Spain relinqiii.sh its aiith 
orlty ami government In the island oi 
Cuba and to withdraw its land and 
■aval foreea from Cuba and Cuban 
waters, and dirreting the president 
the United States to use the land and 
naval forces of the i n it d States to 
carry these resolutions into eftect," 
the presidet^t ia hereby authorised t ) 
leave the government and control of 
the island of Cuba to its people bo 
soon as a gov(M-iiniei\t shall have been 
established in said island under a con- 
stitution which either as a part there- 
of or In ordinance appended thereto, 
shall define the future relations of the 
United State's with Cuba as follows: 

1. That the governnitnt of Cuba 
•hall never enter into any treaty or 
Other compact with any foreign power 
or powers which will Impair or tend to 
impair the Independence of Cuba, nor 
In any manner authorize or permit any 
foreign power or powers to obtain by 
colonisation or for military or naval 
purposes or otherwise, lodgment In, or 
control over, any portion of said 
island. 

2. That said Bovprnmp.nt shall not 
•Mume or contract any public debt, to 
pay the Interest upon which and to 
make reasonable sinking fand pro- 
vision for the ultimate discharge of 
which the ordinary expenses of gov- 
•mment shall be inadequate. 

S. That the government of Cuba 
consents that the United States may 
Oxerrlse the right to intervene for the 
presi'rvation of Cuban iiidepemlenei , 
the maintainance of a government ad- 
equate for the protection of life, prop- 
erty and Individual liberty and for 
discharging the obligations with re 
speet to Cuba Imposed by the treaty 
Of Paris on the United States now to 
be asumed and undertalten by the gov- 
ernment of Cuba. 

4. That all acts of the United Stat s 
In Cuba during its niilitaiy o< ( iii)aney 
thereof are ratitlod and validated and 
all lawful rights acquircil tliercunder 
■ball be maintained and protected. 

5. That the government of Cuba will 
execute and as far as nec 'ssary ex- 
tend, the plans already devised or oth- 
er plans to be mutually agreed upon 
for the sanitation of the cities of the 
Island, to the end that a recurrence of 
epidemics and infectious diseases may 
be prevented thereby assuring \no 
tection to t\iv peopli; and eonuni'ree of 
Cuba, as well as to the commerce of 
the souther^ ports of the United 
States and the people residing therein. 

6. That the Isle of Pines shall be 
omitted from the proposed constltu 
tlonal boundaries of Cuba, the title 
Ikereto being left to (ntore sdjust- 
■•ttt by treaty. 

7. That to enable the United States 
to maintain the independence of Cuba 
and to protect the people thereof as 
veil M for its own defense, the gov- 
trnaMBt of Cuba will sell or lease to 
the United States lands neoeesary for 
coaling or naval stations at certain 
Bpecifled points to be agreed upon 
by the president of the United States. 

8. That by way of further assur 
anee the goventment of Ottba will 
embody the forgoing provisions in a 
permanent treaty with United States. 

The amendment was referred to the 
eomnittee on military atfaira. 

It can be stated on high aathority 
that the Cuban amendment to the 
army appropriation bill is satisfactory 
to the president. SAd its adoption by 
eoBireaa will arold the necessity for 
M extra eeealoa. 

Senate Proctedinga. 

At the opentng of the session the 
•enate agreed to a oonferenee upon 
|he postofflce appropriation bill. Sen- 
ators Wol^ott, Chandler and Butler be- 
ing named as conferees. 

The senate also agreed to a confer 



mce on tile diplonialic and consular 
appi opriaiion bill and Senators Hale, 
CuUum and Teller were named as con- 
ferees. A senate bill creating the 
eastern division of the northern judi- 
cial district of (leorgia was reported 
from the Judiciary committee by Mr. 
Bacon (Ua.) and passed. A resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Otlllnger of the 
committee on pensions authorising 
that committee to make an examina- 
tion of all laws granting pensions to 
soldiers, their survivors and depend- 
ants; to make Investigation of special 
pension legislation and to make any 
other Inquiry on the general subject 
of pension legislation as th(> commit- 
tee may deem desirable, was adopted. 

Mr. I'etfus (Ala.) made a point of 
order against the Philippine amend- 
ment to. the army bill. The point of 

«rder was submitted to the senate and 
h was decided that the Philippine 
amendment was in order, the vote be- 
ing ayes 30, noes 2.3. Mr. Vest (Mo.) 
Offered an amendmebt to the Philip 
pine provision to the effect that "no 
judgment In order or In act, by any of 
said officials, so appointed, shall con- 
flict with the laws and constitutlcju 
of the United States." This gave ris > 
\3 considerable debate. Mr. Spooner 
contended the amendment was ua- 
necessary. 

In the House. 

The house entered upon the last 

week of the sc.-sit n with a full attend- 
ance of memljers and ttirongd of spoc- 
talur.-i. Mr. l);iyton i \\ . \ a.) called up 
the conference report oa the naval ap- 
propriation bill. It was only a parti:ii 
report agreeing to about two-third.s of 
the iti^nis in dispute between the tv.o 
houses. The conference report was 
adopted. Mr. Kixey (Va.) then move(i 
that the house recede and concur in 
the senate amendment Striking out the 
provision for two battleshlpa and two 
cruisers. Pending action on this mo- 
tion, th esenate amendments were non- 
concurred in. It was arranged that 
there shall be an hour of debate on 
each side on the Rixey motion. Mr. 
Dayton vigorously opposed It. He con- 
tended that to strike out the authori- 
sation for new ships would check th(- 
building up of the navy and t)pen up 
a long controversy over the various 
types of ships, armor plate, etc. Mr. 
Hixey argued that the senate appro- 
priation was eminently fair. It si'n- 
ply pr. posed to pcjstpune the building 
of the new ships until the next sej^iou 
of congress.

Copenhagen, Feb. 25. — A satisfac- 
tory understanding has been reached 
by the conferees of the ministry and 
of the financial committee of the rigs 
dag regarding the sale of the Danish 
West Indies to the United States. Tlie 
result, it Is understood, will shortly be 
communicated to the Washington 
government In such a form It la 
thought here that it will prove ac- 
ceptable. The Danish proposal. It is 
expected, will include some new sug- 
gestions but nothing, it is stated, cal- 
culated to defeat the conclusion of the 
couveution. 

Pago-Pago Pier. 

San Francisco, Feb. 25. — Robert 
Tibbitts, the contractor who has been 
seven months building the United 
States government coaling station and 
pier In the harbor of Pago-Pago, Sa- 
luoan islands, has arrlvt'd lii-re. He 
says the pier and other structures 
costing $400,000 will be turned over to 
the government in about thret 
months. The pier is 866 feet long an i 

80 feet wide. It is mftdO entirely i 
steel. On the shore Just bai k of th ■ 
projecting pier is a large steel builii 
ing with a capacity for 10.000 tons of 
coal. Another similar building is t > 
be erected. Mr. Tibbetts declares 
that there is no doubt that/Pago-Pago 
is the finest coal station In the world. 

Canadians Extradited. 
Weehington, Feb. 25. — A decision 
was rendered in the United States su- 
preme court in the cases of Fred Lee 
Rice, Frank Rutledge and Thomas 
Jones, holding that they are subject 
to extradition to Canada. The case 
has attracted oenslderable attention 
because it raised an international ques- 
tion. The men were arrested In Chi- 
cago as fugitivca for offenses commit- 
ted in Ontario, Canada, and upon an 
effort made to extradite them they 
sought to secure a writ of habeas 
corpus on the ground that the United 
Stales commissioner who heard their 
cases hod received them on informa- 
tion and belief, and that this proceed- 
ing ts ftot jurt ttoble ta extradtUMi*.

Topeka, Kan., Feb. 26.— As the re- 
sult of a raid on the Curtis wholesale 
liquor house by a mob of men, J. W. 
Adams, a carpenter, lies at th(> hos- 
pital in a precarious condition from a 
pistol shot wound and probably will 
die. Dr. M. R. Mitchell and the Rev. 
F. W. Emerson are under arrest as 
leaders of the mob. The liyuor hottse 
is almost a wrec k. 

The mob numbering about 60 men 
heavily armed with revolvers, sledge 
hammers, crowbars and a battering 
ram ami with fai'es masked, broke in- 
to the wliolesule li(iuor house of Cai.h 
Curtis and began destroying the stock 
of liquor. Three policemen drove the 
mob back by firing their revolvers Into 
the air to frigliti n the sniashei-s. Sev 
eral membi-rs of the mob also fin d 
revolvers and J. W. Adams received 
tw^o buUete in the breast. He sank to 
the ground unconscious and was re 
moved to a hospital. The Il 'V. \V. 
Emerson was taken to polic' staiio:), 
where he was booked under tin 
charge of resisting an otflcer. He was 
allowed to go on his own recog 
nizance. Dr. Mitch 11 accompanied 
Adams to the hospital and was allow- 
ed to stay and administor to him 
without giving bond. 

The ofllcers claim Adams was shot 
by his own crowd white ho was re- 
treating from the store. At the hos 
pital Adams regained ( onsciousness 
and claimed he was shot by one of 
the policemen. 

I'olicf man Hoyles was thi» first of- 
ficer at the scene of the smashing. Po- 
liceman Conners was close behind 
him. "When we arrived," said Boyles, 
"the crowd yelled 'Mob,' 'Hang 'em.' 
'Burn 'em.' 1 arrested Dr. Mitchell 
and Mr. ICmerson, who seemed to l)e 
the leaders. When I got thi're th 'y 
atopped carrying out the beer. Dr. 
Mitchell was giving orders. All the 
crowd had white handkerchiefs tied 
over their fares, but Dr. Mitchell s 
and Rev. ICiuej son's hatidUeri hi( I's 
came off. 1 went to where they were 
throwing out the stuff and told them 
to stop. The crowd fell back toward 
Jackson street and the shooting com- 
menced. I shot twice In the air. 
Adams was runn ig towards the 
crowd when he was shot He had a 
sledge and a steel bar in his hands. 
He did not say a word when he fall."

Joseph Ramsey, jr., vice president and 
general manager; Myron T. Herrlok, 
chairman of the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie, and a dozen Pittsburg capital- 
ists, to furnish them a heavy tonnage 
to the west and southwest If they will 
build and lease lines that will connect 

Pittsburg with Toledo, the i)resent 
terminus of the Wabash. The new 
railroad must be started within six 
months and the contract will continue 
20 years. The road will cost f 16,000,- 
000. Other heavy tonnage eontratts 
In the i'ittsburg district are guarau 
teed. This agreement assures a new 
railroad outlet for Pittsburg to the 
west, despite the fact that J. Plerpont 
Morgan and the Vanil'Mbilt-Cassatf 
Cowen railroad coml)ination has the 
Carnegie interests tied up under an op- 
tion to sell. The contract was signed 
three weeks ago and at a time when 
the Morgan interests were clamorin,;^ 
for an option on Carnegie's holdingK'.

His son aecom'panled 
him as an assistant. The professor 
went all through Siberia and then to 
Syria via Ural and the Caucasus 
mountains. In a letter written at 
Jeru. alem. I'rof. \Vri;;lit said: "The 
ac<n)unt of thi" Hood in the Hil)le is not 
sucli as to lead us to expect much di 
rect geological evidence uf it A sub- 
mergence of a year, several thousand 
years ago. would leave few signs 
which are net obliterati d by tim •. 
The Bible history stands on Its own 
merits and has independent value. 
The main question of geological Inter- 
( st is: Are there Insuperable objec- 
tions to the account'.' The answer to 
this ip estinn tuitis ui)on the geologi- 
cal theories concerning the possible or 
probable rate which changes of land 
levels may proceed. Lyell's theory of 
unlforniltarianlsm has been pushed 
too far and has ha<l too much Influ- 
ence in discrediting the theory of geo- 
logical catastrophes. Prof. Prest- 
wich'B great work on geology does 
much to counteract the errors of Lyell 
and his followers. Catastrojihes com- 
parable to the fiood are not stranue 
things In geology. The glacial period 
was connected with a series of catas 
trophes. I have traveled 12.000 miles 
In Asia to find evidences of the gla- 
cial period and have found none. 
There was no gt neral glaciation of 
hiastern and Central Asia, as there 
was of America and Europe. Out I 
have found Indisputable evidence of 
an extensive submergence of the land 
extendini; to the base of Mount 
Araratand that this submergence took 
place subsequent to the appearance of 
man on earth.

There was 
unusual demand from that country on 
aocoQot of tbe Siberian railway and the 
opening of vast territory to commercp. 

Tbroaf(h the friendship of the tiUKsian 
Oovernment, through the superiority of 
our railway rollinK stock, and through 
our ability to fill heavy contracts prompt- 
ly, tlie l iiited .^tiites necured the lion's 
abare of this new buuinesri. Against the 
competition of Germany, IVance aod 
Ent'laiid, Aiiierieans .niciired enormous 
njntructs for railway material and rail- 
way rqiiipment, and the reports show 
tbatin the year I'W we exportt il to liiis- 
aia iron and steel manufactures aloue to 
the Talue of $10,500,000. while oar total 
export trade with Boatia inoraaied to 
over $30,000,000. 

The Ronian Government, by remov- 
ing heavy tarifls and liv tiirowing open 
Asiatic ports to Anierican trade, did 
everything in its power to encoarage tbe 
importation of American manufactuiea. 
There was in no <lepartment discrimina- 
tion a);ainst us. There wiw in ail railway 
materials, f<trm implements and other 
artiolea of iron and steel manafactnre dis- 
crimination in our favor. The friendly 
dispoaition of the Russian Government 
toward tbe United Statea waa ao apparent 
t!iat German and Englieb maiiufactiirers 
admitted tbe American iron masters 
woold soon control not only tbe markets 
of RiiH-'ia, lint of the wnr!<l, 

lu IK) (ieparlment of manufacture have 
we made such progreaa as in iron and 
steel. This progress has been ko won- 
derful that the British, German an<l 
FreiK li newt'papers have engaged in a 
crusade to rouse Europe against this 
OJantry. All tbe governments of Ku- 
rope, except RussIh, have been turned 
•gainst UH. Home i f lid ableet economic 
writers of the continent have advocated 
t le formation of u I'liited States of 
Europe to oppose the foiled States of 
America in oommeroe and manafactnret. 

All the.se platiH, liowever, have failed 
tu check our progress- -most noUbly our 
progress in Russia. It baa remained, in 
fact, for Secretary Gage to strike the 
heavi< st possible blow at American in- 
dustries. Oil a teclinical point concern- 
ing tbe importation of a cargo of Russian 
• Jgar, he has opened warfare against the 
bdst friend we have in I-airope aod has 
embittered the Russian Government to 
the point of practically oloaing tbe Rus- 
aian market against our iron and steel 
manofaetares. Thus Russia baa decreed 
that hereafter • 90 to 60 per cent, in- 
crease of duty ahall b« l«vM on these 
American prodoeta. 

If Mr. Gage had poaaaiaad tbe political 
wisdom which is the common property 
of ordinary ward bosses hereabouf^' he 
never could have committed such an act 
of folly. As it is, be has been gaided by 
neither common sense, busineaa aagacity, 
political shrewdness, nor diplomatic 
courtesy. Through mere recklesaoess or 
ignorance be baa struck a blow not only 
at our iron masters, but at every work- 
ingman who baa been employed at good 
wagea tn oar fnmaoea and fonndriea. He 
has paral\ z. d an export trade amounting 
to millions, and baa absolutely nothing 
to offer in tbe way of jostifSoatloo or ex- 
CUM for his coane.

As usual, Mrs. Stetson, the First 
Reader, occupied a front seat at tbe 
hearing. She will go on the stand later 
in the week and, as an "expert" in Chris- 
tian .'^cince, try to overthrow the taati* 
mony of Dr. Hamilton. 

Tbe first qneation asked Dr. Hamilton 
was the iipiial lonu hypothetical nuestion 
which reviews all tbe testimony brought 
oat aa to the lif^ and habita of the per- 
son in question. In answer to this ques- 
tion Dr. Uamiltuu said that Miss Helen 
(J. Bruah waa insane At the time ahe 
willed nearly all of her property to the 
Christian .Scientists. 

"Is it a sign of insanity if a person be- 
lieves that when the blood is drawn from 
the body that tbe t>ersoD would continne 
to live?" 

"It would amount to an insane delu- 
sion." 

■'Is the belief that a aerm disease can 
he cured by Christian Science an insane 
delusion?"

forth in my question ooold be o( SOaild 
mind on other suhjecta?" 

"I don't believe tbat she waa of aonnd 
mind in any reppect, hut T think she 
could be apparently rational on certain 
suhjects.

IMOONTESTABLB POLICIES. 

TIcy Are Veid Because Againut Pablit- Pol- 
iey-lapvrtMt fMltg by Judge 
larbeRon in Regard t« 
Life Inaurance. 



A very intorestins; case came up for 
adjudication in tbe Circait Court yester- 
day. A year or two ago a policy of in- 
mirancn of $10,000 was written by the 
New York Life on tbe life of Mary J. 
Waavar, of Cabin Ureek. A f«if tiontbs 
•fttewarda the policy was matured by 
har death, but tlie cotnpatiy refused at 
firat to pay the claim on tbe (croands 
that she was not iiuurable by reason of 
having consumption in an advancad 
•tagt at the time tbe application was 
made, and that the policy was obtained 
by misrepresentation and frand. 

In order to prepare a defenee, suit hav- 
ing been instituted on tbe policy, tbe 
company empIo]red Mr. 0. P. Vawter to 
collect eueli evidence of thf condition of 
the insured at tbe time tbe policy was 
applied for and of the alleged fraud and 
misreprecentntion in tli»* application for 
the policy aa wuiiUidef at tlie chtiin. 

Mr. Vawter went to work, bunted up 
evidence and then died with tbe attor- 
neys of the company affidavits showinn 
•zaetly what ha could prove by each wit- 
Data. 

However, after Mr. Vawter had per- 
formed bia part of the contract, the com- 
pany, for biuineas reasons it is alleged, 
declined to go on with the oontaat in the 
courls. One reason asHii^nnd for such 
action on tbe part of tbe company was 
• dans* In th* policy which apecifled 
that it should bt Inoontastabla from date 
of iaaue. 

Mr. Vawter waa to receive $500 if be 
collected evidence sufficient to defeat the 
$10,000 claim. Upon the company's fail- 
ure to pay this, Mr. Vawter instituted 
aait for the $600, and the case came up 
on damnrrar in Circuity Court yesterday. 

The contention of the company on t'.e- 
murrar wu that on account of the incon- 
teatible clanse In tbe policy the collec- 
tion of the claim could not be defeated, 
no matter what fraud and misrepresen- 
tation had been shown. After aa ex- 
haustive ar^'iitni'nt by the attorneys, the 
court overruled tbe demurrer, boldiiiK 
that the Incontesteble olanae did note stop 
the company from contesting the policy 
for fraud in the upplicatiuu, it being void 
«s agalaat public policy. 

The case will probably be taken to the 
Court of Appeals, and its decision will bo 
awaited with unusual interest, as this 
kind of clause in an insurance policy has 
never been construed by the courts here- 
tofore.
